Lincoln, Neb.. July 6.—The n ew s of the 
action of the K an sas City convention on 
the platform gave Mr. Bryan th e best of 
satisfaction. W hen asked for a statem ent, 
Mr. B ryan g ave out the following:

May 20: 


Tim es grow more excit'ng everyday. 
T he opposition to m issionaries and all 
foreigners is worse than it has been 
for thirty years, hence I am unusually 
busy. 
The Woodwards of Chicago are 
still with us. 
They are here to stay 
until the middle of June. 
W e are still 
in the city (Pekin), but hope to move 
into the b ills within ten days. 
It will 
be quite warm there, but we shall miss 
the dirt of the city. I enclose pictures 
of our apartments, of myself at ray desk 
and the American legation.” 


W ith Mr. and Mrs. Conger are their 
daughter Laura, about 28 years old; 
Miss Mary Pierce, 22 years old, of Des 
Moines; Mrs. Morgan and Miss Iona 
Woodward of Chicago: Miss Penn of 
Chicago, who went out as French com­ 
panion for the Woodward family.

B urriit S. Bedortha lived across the 
street from the Carter house and be 
joined forces with the Jews.

when the Carter dog assailed the H e­ 
brew children 
Bedortha grabbed 
a 
large club and chased the dog away 
Then still armed with the club he 
rushed into Mrs. Carter’s private room 
and brandishing the stick in her face 
expressed his opinion of her. 


Mrs. Carter imm ediately commenced 
suit against Bedortha. 
It was carried 
from the justice to the circuit court. 
Mrs. Carter was given 6 cents dam ages 
in the latter place 


She took the case to the supreme 
court and the judges there have just 
handed down a decision affirming the 
decision. 


In the decision the supreme judges 
state that there is error in the case but 
that the character of a woman who will 
approve and encourage her children in 
making Jews eat pork does not war­ 
rant them in interfering with the ver­ 
dict.

Scenes of Great Enthusiasm Attend 
the Speeches and Announce­ 
ment of the Besulti 


lonvention Takes Recess Without 
Naming a Candidate for the 
Vice Presidency. 


Reading of the Platform Is the Cause 
of Remarkable Demonstrations 
by the Delegates.

K ansas City, Mo., July G.—W'^Illlam Jen ­ 
nings itryan, of Nebraska, was Thursday 
nlirht unanlmou.sly placcd in nomination 
as tlie (lemocralic candidate for president 
of the United States on a platform opposing 
imperialism, m ilitarism and 
trusts, and 
sppciiically declaring for the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. The con­ 
vention adjourned until 10:30 a. m. to-day, 
when it will comi)lete its work by nom inat­ 
ing a candidate for vice president. 


But the great battle of the convention 
has not been fought under the eyes of 
chei ring thousands, but in the privacy of the 
closely guarded (juarters of the committee 
on Mhuform. Here was waged throughout 
\V. aesday night 
and 
again Thursday 
morning one of 
the 
most 
rem arkable 
struggles th at ever racked this historic 
party. On the one hand was the inlluence 
of Hryan and the absolute unity of devo­ 
tion felt tow ard him and the cause of silver 
v.'ith which his name is inseparably linked. 
On the oiher hand were many of the pa­ 
triarchs of the party, men like Daniels, of 
Virginia, Insisting th at the duty of the 
hourcalled for new Issues based on new and 
vital events. 
This contest was at last 
narrow ed down to the one issue of specifi­ 
cally reafllrmlng the party’s adherence to 
a 10 to 1 standard, as desired by Mr. Bryan, 
or of reafhrm ing the silver plank in most 
gentle terms. And on this is.sue the brains, 
the sagacity, the persuasive eloquence and 
the best ability of the convention was en­ 
gaged In a battle royal for supremacy. 


Out of this llerce strife the adherent.^ of 
B ryan emerged, 
scarred but victorious. 
They have w ritten the platform in their 
own way, with 16 to 1. But It was a vic­ 
tory by a scratch, for a single vote would 
have turned the scale. It has not been a 
victory w ithout concession, for in the final 
draft silver Is no longer “param ount;” It 
is far down in the platform , w'hiie in the 
very forefront Is the declaration that Im­ 
perialism is the “param ount Issue of this 
cam paign.” 


T h e M orninK Si' mmIo i i. 


K ansas City, Mo., July (J.—Convention 
hall was again besieged Thursday by 
eager and excited thousands and long 
before tlie time set for opening tlu- sec­ 
ond day’s proceedings of tht* convention, 
all of the streets approaching the build­ 
ing were solidly massed with humanity, 
moving forw ard to the many entrances. 


In calling the convention to order for the 
m orning session Chairm an Richardson iin- 
nounced th at tlie platform committee was 
not ready to report, and, pending word 
from them he Invited to the platform e.\- 
Gov; Hogg, of Te.xa.s, to address tiie i-on- 
ventlon. The Texan’.*! address created un­ 
bounded enthusiasm . Stirring addresses 
were also made by Hon. A. M. Dockery, of 
M issouri: M ayor llose, of Milwaukee; Con­ 
gressm an Williams, of Illinois, and Hon. 
J. W. Miles, of Maryland. 


When Gov. Beckham, of Kentucky, was 
announced there was a roar of appiau.se, 
and delegates and spectators, springing 
upon their chairs to get ii better view’ of 
the young governor of Kentucky, waved 
th**ir hats and handkerchiefs frantically. 
The greeting was a ilttlng counterpart to 
the rt-eeplion given to Gov. Taylor, of K en­ 
tucky. in Philiidelphia. Wlien (5ov. Beck- 
hanj reached the stand where all could see 
him he was given a reception as enthusi­ 
astic as any extended by the delegates to 
any speaker who has thus fa r addressed 
the convention. 


Interspersed with the speeches were con­ 
tinued erles for lilil, but the New Yorker 
w as n<*t present. 


The following resolution w as presented: 
"Uesolved, T hat a committee of nine dele­ 
gates be appointed by the chair for the 
purpose of conferring with the silver-re­ 
publican and the populist parties, 
now 
gathered in K ansas City.” 
Shouts of 
“ No,” “No,” followed the reading, but the 
resolution was put to a vote, and amid 
m uch confusion on the iloor was declared 
adopted. 
. Chairm an Richardson announced th a t he 
had been informed the platform commit­ 
tee would be ready to report a t 3:30. There­ 
upon a motion was agreed to to adjourn 
until that hour, and the vast audience filed 
out of the 
building 
amid 
enthusiastic 
ehouts for the favorite leaders and the en­ 
livening music of the orchestra. 


A fternoon Sc m Io u . 


By 3:30 nearly all of the delegates were 
ready for business, and w aiting the a r­ 
rival of Chairm an Richardson. 
Many of 
the delegates had come prepared for the 
nom ination oi Mr. Bryan. 
Dozens 
of 
them carried small flags and numerous 
plumes of bright-colored pam pas grass 
w ere visible In various parts of the floor.

Senator Tillman stood surveying the 
storm and aw aiting an opportunity to 
proceed. The chairm an pounded his gavel 
and appealed for order.

of the delegates, bearing their standards 
and banners, ran on uninterruptedly for 
22 minutes. 
There were cries of “Good,” 
“Qood!” when the tru st plank was reaJ. 


A n o th e r O u tb re a k . 


W hen the senator reached the reaf­ 
firmation of the Chicago platform , with 
the declaration for free silver coinage a t 
the ratio of 16 to 1, pandemonium again 
broke loose. 
But the dem onstration w as 
faint In comparison to w hat had ju st 
occurred when 
Imperialism 
was 
a n ­ 
nounced as the “param ount Issue.” Many 
of the delegates stood on their chairs 
and waved flags and cheered, but a very 
considerable number—more than h a lf - 
held their seats. Senator Hill was among 
those who m aintained quiet, while Mr. 
Croker waved a flag until it broke, und 
George Fred W illiams led the M assachu­ 
setts contingent In salvos of cheers. One 
of the New York delegates raised a stand 
ard bearing the inscription: ” Don’t think 
there are no 16 to I’ers In New York. ’

The reading of the platform was con­ 
cluded and adopted by acclamation.

Then followed a stirring and dram atic 
scene. The plank in the platform denoun­ 
cing England’s policy tow ards the Doers 
had called out immense applause, bat when 
it was announced by Chairm an R ichard­ 
son th at the convention would be addressed 
by Hon. W ebster Davis, form er assistant 
secretary of the interior, the crowd m ani­ 
fested Its enthusiasm by cheering for quite 
two m inutes as the form er republican lead­ 
er ascended the platform and stood facing 
the thousands of spectators. 


The speech of Mr. Davis w as arranged 
In order to enable him to announce his a l­ 
legiance to the democratic party and the 
democratic platform and to the ticket of 
the convention. 
In dram atic style, and 
with all the force and m agnetism of a flne 
orator, Mr. Davis began his address. H e 
denounced as a “malicious He” the state­ 
m ent th at he had been forced to leave his 
ofl^ce In the present national adm inistra­ 
tion. He pictured In brilliant and flaming 
Sentences the “cruelties” and 
"aggres-“ 
slons” practiced by G reat B ritain upon the 
Boers of South Africa. He expressed his 
Intense satisfaction th at the democratic 
party had Incorporated In the platform a 
plank so cordially and enthusiastically In­ 
dorsing the cause of the Boers, w'hlch was 
the cause of liberty and justice. As he felt, 
he sal(^, th at this great republic should not 
chain itself to the chariot wheels of the em ­ 
pire that was crushing liberty to death Ir. 
South Africa, he believed it to be his dut% 
to ally himself with the democratic party 
His account with the republican party h- 
regarded as fully balanced. He owed it no 
further obllgation.s. These .«statements mot 
with much applause. In conclusioji, in a n ­ 
nouncing his intention of siipp<‘uting the 
democratic party and its ticket, !Mr. Davis 
.‘iaid, with great empiiasis: “1 stand upon 
this platform and shall support William J. 
B ryan.”

This was the signai lor the df^monstra- 
tlon ol the day, and In a common purpose 
the great concourse joined In a tribute of 
enthusiastic devotion to the party leader. 
A huge oil portrait of Bryan, m easuring 
15 feet across, was brought down the m ain 
aisle before the delegates. 
A t the sam e 
time the standards of the state delegations 
were torn from their sockets and waved on 
high, while umbrella,s of red, white and 
blue, silk banners of the several states and 
many handsome und unique transparencies 
were borne about the building amid the 
deafening clamor of 20,000 yelling, gesticu­ 
lating men and women. All of the Intensity 
of form er dem onstrations, and much more, 
was added to this flnal tribute to the leader. 


When the dem onstration had spent itself

W hen Colorado was reached that state 
yielded to Senator Hill, of New York. 
The audience had anxiously awaited the

Yorker, and as he took the platform h»^’ 
was accorded a splendid reception, the en ­ 
tire audience rising and cheering wildly, 
w ith the single exception of the little 
group of Tam m any leaders, who sat silent 
throughout the cheers for their New York 
associate. Mr. Hill w as In flne voice, and 
his tribute to the N ebraskan touched a 
sym pathetic chord In the hearts of the a u ­ 
dience, 
He pictured Bryan as the cham ­ 
pion of the plain people and of the w ork­ 
ingman, strong with the masses, with the 
farm er and with the artisan.

•nendous applause at the suggestion of dem­ 
ocratic unity.

A fter the call of States was' completed 
the secretary began to call the roll on th e 
ballot for the presidential nomination. A s 
the roll call proceeded the shouts of a p ­ 
proval of the unanim ity of the vote seemed 
to increase. All of the large states w ere 
cheered heartily as one after another they 
cast their votes for Mr. Bryan. The list of 
states and territories w as completed w ith 
the calling of the territory of Hawaii. T he 
announcem ent by Chairm an Richardson 
that Mr. B ryan had been nom inated for 
president of th e United States unanim ous­ 
ly w as received with great applause. 


A fter the nom ination of B ryan the con­ 
vention adjourned uhtll to-day to nomi­ 
nate th e candidate for vice president. There 
was a fear of lighting the convention hall 
when It was packed w ith people.

K ansas City, Mo., July 6.—The sliver re ­ 
publican national convention spent all of 
Thursday in w aiting for the report of the 
committee on resolutions.

the w ay and nom inations be in order a t 
least before the close of the afternoon ses­ 
sion, but so much friction developed in 
the subcom m ittee to which the drafting of 
a platform had been referred, th at it w as 
not until late T hursday afternoon that the 
form al enunciation of the p arty ’s princi­ 
ples was In readiness to be presented to 
the full committee.

Charles Payne, the young 
negro 
bootblack employed by Barber Lewis 
Bell, stabbed Tommy Ryan, a white 
hobo of local jail fame, on the Graham 
& Morton dock In St. Joseph at 10 
o’clock Thursday evening. The blade 
passed between Ryan’s tenth 
and 
eleventh ribs and taking an upward 
y^course punctured the left lung. 


The injured man, although bleeding 
freely, started to walk up town. Near 
the top of the walk he fell completely 
exhausted from the loss of blood. 


Chief of Police Morton shortly ar­ 
rived and ordered Ryan removed to 
Dr. Gowdy'a office, where the wound 
was later dressed. The Injured hobo 
was then carried to 
the Brandon 
House, better known as the American 
hotel, where he Is still resting. 


The wound, while a very serious one, 
may not be fatal. 
Every time Ryan 
breaths the air whistles out of the cut 
in the lung and the blood spurts In a 
‘small whirlpool from the cut in the 
flesh. 


Payne was captured by Chief Morton 
and Is now confined In the city. jail.

Gen. Andre is an accomplished» artil­ 
lery officer and has always kept him­ 
self rigidlj" aloof from politics. I t was

Tlie new 
war minister was born at Nuits, in Bur­ 
gundy, on March 29,1838, and is conse­ 
quently In the sixty-third ye^r of his 
age. In 1855 he entered the Polj’iech- 
nic school, and was graduated as a «ec- 
ond lieutenant of artillery. 
He 
at­ 
tained his captaincy in 1SG5, and in that 
grade served during the Franco-Ger­ 
man war in 1870-71. In 1871 he served 
under Gen. De Galliffet in suppress­ 
ing the Paris commune. 
He became 
major in 1877, lieutenant colonel 
In 
1885 and colonel ia 1SS8. He was ap­ 
pointed general of brigade on Decem­ 
ber 26, 1893, and was immediately aft­ 
erward placed in charge of the Poly­ 
technic school. 
In 1897 he was chief 
of artillerj’ of the Fourth army corps, 
at Le Mans, then under the command 
of Gen. Mercler, who had been minis­ 
ter of war at the time that Capt. Drej'- 
fus was arrested, and who has since 
atta!.ied much notoriety as the head 
and front of the Dreyfus persecution. 


Gen. Andre is a hard-working stut 
dent of his profession, and possesses re­ 
markable physical strength and vigor. 
He is tall and well built, and his atti­ 
tude and bearing aré exceedingly mili­ 
tary and prepossessing. 
His counte­ 
nance is frank and honest. 
He is a 
first-rate horseman and may be seen 
riding in the Bois de Boulogne on a 
spirited bay charger at an early hour 
each morning.

Y^ork for two centurieS. On tho church 
records of 1652 and 1G94 there appear 
the names of a num ber of Roosevelts, 
born on M anhattan island, b ut in a

spelled Rooseveldt, 
The record of the 
Roosevelt family is bright with deeds 
of patriotism and civic loyalty. Some 
of the Roosevelts were s\igar r e f i n e r s , 
m erchants, bankers, trustees of ch ar­ 
itable institutions and many of them 
public officers. 


4.'heodore lioosevelt’s father was the 
late Theodore Roosevelt, son of Cor­ 
nelius ^’an Sehaick Roosevelt, and the 
family lini> goes back to medieval times 
in Dutch history. 
His m other was a 
Bullock, of Cioorgia. one of a family 
whose founder came to this couiitry 
from Scotland in the middle

Gov. Roosevelt’s early education was 
received at Cutler's priviite school, a 
famous institution in New’ York, lie 
entered Harvard a t the age when young 
men are sup])osed to enter upon a col­ 
lege life. 
x\t Cambridge he studied 
hard and took an increasing interest 
in philosophy, 
history 
and 
govern­ 
m ent. 
The foundation of a literary 
career was laid there. 
He began by 
w’riting for the H arvard Advocate, of 
which he became editor, 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt did not spend all his time after 
studies. He entered heartily into all 
of the college sports, he sprinted, w res­ 
tled, sparred and played polo. 


A fter his graduation from H arvard 
Mr, Roosevelt made a trip to Europe.

Kansas City, Mo., July 6.—Following is 
the official text of the platform unanimotis- 
ly adopted by the national demoôratlc con­ 
vention: 


We, the representatives of the democrat­ 
ic party of the United States, assembled 
in national convention, on tlic anniver­ 
sary of the adoption of the declaration of 
independence, do reainrm**our faith In 
that immortal proclamation of the In- 
ilienablo riijhts of man. and our alle­ 
giance to the constitution framed In har­ 
mony thorev^rlth by tlu* fathers of the 
republic.

.States .supreme court, tliat tlio declara­ 
tion of independonce Is the spirit of our 
-government, of which the constitution Is 
I he form and letter. 


We declare agrain that all governments 
instituted among men derive tlieir just 
powers from the consent of the governed; 
that any government not based upon the 
consent of the governed is a tyranny, 
.ind that to impose upon any people a 
government of force Is to sub.stitute the 
methods of imperialism for those of a 
republic. 
We hold tiiat the constitution 
loi lows the tlag and denounce the doc­ 
trine that an executive or congress, de­ 
riving their existence and their powers 
from the constitution, can exercise law­ 
ful authority beyond It, or In violation of 
It. 
We assert that no nation can long 
endure half republic and half emjiire, and 
we warn the American people that Im­ 
perialism abroad will lead quickly and 
Inevitably to despotism at home. 


Bclicvinj? in these fundamental prin­ 
ciples, we denounce the Porto Rico law, 
enacted by a republican congress against 
the protest and opposition of the demo­ 
cratic minority, as a bold and open vio­ 
lation of the nation’s organic law and a 
flagrant breach of the 
national 
good 
faith. 
It imposes upon the people of 
Porto llico a government without their 
consent and taxation without represent­ 
ation. 
It dishonors the American people 
by repudiating a solemn pledge made in 
their behalf by the coaimaading general 
of our army, which the Porto Ricans 
welcomed to a peaceful and unresisted 
3CCUpation of their land. 
It doomed to 
poverty and distress a people whose help* 
iessnetit appeals with peculiar force to 
our Justice and mp^nanimity.

' 'We demand the prompt and honest ful­ 
fillment of our pledge to the Cuban people 
and 'the world that the United States has 
no disposition nor intention to exercise 
sovereignty. Jurisdiction or control over 
the Island of Cuba, exccpt for its pacifica­ 
tion. The war ended nearly two years ago, 
profound peace reigns over all the island, 
and still the administration keeps the gov­ 
ernment of the island from its people, 
while republican carpet bag officials plun­ 
der Its revenues and exploit the colonial 
theory, to the disgrace of the American 
people.

We condemn and denounce the Philippine 
policy of the present administration. It 
has Involved the republic in unnecessary 
war, sacrificed the lives of many of our 
noblest sons and placed the United States, 
previously known and applauded through­ 
out the world as the champion of freedom 
in the false and un-American position of 
crushing with military force the efforts of 
our former allies to achieve liberty and 
self-government. The Filipinos cannot be 
citizens without endangering our civiliza­ 
tion; they cannot be subjects without im­ 
periling our form of government, and as 
wo are not willing to surrender our civil­ 
ization or to convert the republic into an 
empire we favor an immediate declaration 
of the nation’s purpose to give to the Fili­ 
pinos first a stable form of government, 
second, independence and, third, protec­ 
tion from outside interference, such as has 
been given for nearly a century to the re­ 
publics of Central and South America. 


The greedy commercialism wiilch dic­ 
tated the Philippine policy of the repub­ 
lican administration attempts to justify 
it with the plea that it will pay, but even 
this sordid and unworthy plea falls when 
brought to the test of facts. The war of 
criminal aggression’ 
against 
the Fili­ 
pinos, entailing an annual expense of many 
millions, lias already co.st more than any 
possible profit that could accrue from the 
entire Philippine trade for years to come. 
Furthermore, when trade is extended at 
tlie expense of liberty the price is always 
too high. 


We are not opposed to territorial expan­ 
sion when it takes in desirable territory 
wliich can be erected Into states in the 
union and whoso people are willing and fit 
to become American citizens.

trade expansion by every peaceful and 
legitimate means. But we are unalterably 
opposed to the seizing or purchasing of dis­ 
tant Islands to be governed outside the con­ 
stitution and whose people can never be­ 
come citizens.
